According to field reports, the 
five main highways out of Saigon 
all remained biocked yesterday with- 
in 48 kms. of the capitel 

Communist forces threw up 
dozens of roadblocks 2nd infiltrated 
harplets in the last few hours before 
the cease-fire, Only elght roadblocks 
had existed before the deadline, 
the Saigon Command zaid. 

“We'll fight them off,” a South 
Vietmamese spokesmen said. 

The Communists captured 66 ham- 
lets and were forced out of 29 in 
the 11 provinces around Saigon, 
South Vietnamese military sources 

“We shall not try to fignt the 
enemy out of the hamlets in order 
to retake them. But if our troops 
are attacked first by the enemy, 
we shall fight them as far from 
the hamlets as we can,” a South 
Vietnamese military spokesman said. 

Blsewhere in the country heevy 
fights also occurred past the 8 a.m. 
deadline. A spokesman for the South 
Vietnamese Command said troops 
battled Communist forces with 
tanks, planes and ground troops on 
Highway 13, 32 km. from Saigon, 
Highway 1, at Trang Bang, 48 km, 
and Tam Puan, 470 km. north of 
the capital. 

Col. Da Nhu Tuyet, commander 
of the South Vietnamese troops at 
Trang Bang, said Vietnamese jet 
fighter-bombers made 18 bomb runs, 
using napalm 85 well as bombs, to 
try and clear the Communists from 
the road. 

“The Communists broke the cease- 
fire and I'm going to go on fight- 
ing until the road is clear,” he said. 

A Sovth Vietmamese plane ac- 
cidentally bombed a church crowded 
with refugees in the Mekong Delta 
yesterday shortly after the cease- 
fire eame into effect, informed 
sources said. 

They said the planes were called 
in after Communist troops infiltrat- 
ed into the town of My Tho, 55 kms. 
southwest of Saigon, as the cease- 
fire started. 

The total casualties were not 
known, but the sources said 76 
elvilians were being treated in hos- 
pital. 

In Tay Tinh province, whese the 
Communists held and lost the capi- 
tal on Saturday, ἃ regiment of 
about 3,000 North Vietnamese ap- 
proached Tay Ninh city from the 
south, province chief Col. Le Van 
Thien said. He said he belleved the 
troops planned to make another at- 
tack against the provincial head- 
quarters. 

A spokesman for the South Vitet- 
namese command in Saigon said the 
fighting during the 24 hours before 
the cease-fire was the most intensive 
of the war. The Communista 
launched 578 attacks more than 
during the Tet offensive in 1968, the 
command said. 

The Saigon Command reported 
more than 4,000 North and South 
Vietnamese casualties in the five 
days since the announcement of the 
cease-fire on Wednesday. The U.S. 
Command reported four Americans 
dead and four missing during the 
same periad. 

As the fighting for political con- 
trot continued, members of the in- 
ternational Commission of Control 
and Supervision from Indonesia, Po- 
land and Hungary, and Vietnamese 
Communist delegates ta the peace 
agreement's joint military commis- 
sion arrived in Saigon to set up 
machinery designed to strengthen 
the frapile cease-fire. 

The final daily communique from 
the U.S. military command said in 
8. single senten “All offensive mi- 
Uitary operations TS. forces in 
the Republiic of Vietmam ended at 
8 am. today (Sunday).” 

But U.S. fighter-bombers flew 
right up to the deadline, logging 
494 strikes against North Viet- 
mamese and Vietcong positions dur- 
ing the 24-hour period ending at 8 
am.- yesterday.

Vietcong refuse to sign 
Saigon immigration forms 


SAIGON. — The Vietcong’s first 
official delegation to Salgon in 19 
years arrived here yesterday — and 
refused to complete the routine im- 
migration slips signed by alien 
visitors to Saigon, thus threatening 
to delay the opening of telks be- 
tween parties to the Vietnam war. 

Talks on supervising the Vietnam 
peace agreement signed in Paris on 
Saturday, are due to start here 
today to thrash out the ground rules 
of policing the Vietnam cease-fire. 

About 20 representatives of the 
Vietcong Provisional Revolutionary 
Government flew in from Paris via 
Bangkok. But at the Tan Son Nhut 
airport here, they refused to sign 
the. immigration forms. American 
officials at the airport explained 
that the Vietcong representatives 
had said their signature would 


US. planes bomb 
supply trails in 


Laos, Cambodia 


WASHINGTON. — More than 
120 U.S. war planes bombed 
North Vietnamese supply trails 
in Laos and military targets in 
Cambodia after the ‘Vietnam 
cease-fire went into effect yes- 
terday, it was learned here. 

The American planes met rela- 
tively light antisircraft fire, and 
there were no reported U.S. 
losses. 

U.S. Defence Department spokes- 
man Jerry Friedhetm replied with 
a “no comment" when asked 
about reports that the U.S. was 
stil! waging air war over Laos. 

Last week, Friedheim left open 
the possibility that U.S. bombers 
would continue to hit North Viet- 
namese supply trails in Laos and 
military targets in Cambodia 
after the fighting stopped in 
Vietnam. 

The peace agreement worked 
out by Kissinger and North Viet- 
namese diplomats stipulates that 
“foreign countries shall put an 
end to 811 military activities in 
Cambodia and Laas.” But it did 
not specify a date. 
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amount to recognition of the Seigon 
government as the sole sovereign 
governmert in South Vietnam. 

Nearly six hours after the South 
Vietnamese air force plane which 
brought them from Bangkok had 
Janded at Saigon airport the Com- 
munist representstives were still 
sitting aboard the aircraft. 

At one stage in the airporc crisis, 
a U.S. air force Dakota was towed 
alongside the Vietcong’s plane, and 
it was thought the Communist rep- 
resentatives would be flown back to 
Bangkok. But the Dakota was later 
towed away. 

The dilemma seemed to bode ill 
for the complicated negotiations 
ealled for in the peace agreement 
which are due to start today. 

A group of North Vietnamese army 
officers who will be on the military 
commission have already arrived in 
Saigon from Hanoi. Four of them 
went into the Vietcong represen- 
tatives’ viene εἰ Saigon airport an 
hour after it landed and had a two- 
hour talk with the representatives, 
They were then driven away in an 
American military limousine.

Cabinet airs 
plan for T.A. 


transport

‘The Cabinet yesterday began 
discussing a proposal to plan a 
mass transportation system for the 
Tel Aviv metropolitan area — to 
cost between 1L500m. and 111,500m. 

Transport Minister Shimon Peres, 
who outlined the proposal to the 
Cabinet, sald he was only asking 
for IL5m. at this stage, to be spent 
on detailed planning. 

But Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir said a decision to budget 
IL5m. for the planning was tant- 
amount to a decision to build the 
transport system itself, and he 
asked the Cabinet to take πὸ deci- 
sion for the moment. 

There was not enough time at 
yesterday's session for other Min- 
isters to speak, apart from Messrs. 
Peres and Sapir. The proposal will 
therefore be discussed further at 2 
future session. 

Mr. Peres, who was assisted by 
Uri Ben Ephraim, Deputy Director- 
General of the Transport Ministry, 
gave the Cabinet facts and figures 
about population density and travel 
needs in Greater Tel Aviv, now and 
in the future. Mr. Peres recalled 
that last May, at the Cabinet's de- 
cision, he had appointed a commit- 
tee under Zim director-general Moshe 
Kashti, to draw up ἃ preliminary 
report on the proposal 

The Kashti committee report 
called for a IL5m. budget to begin 
detailed planning, and for the for- 
mation of a joint transportation 
authority, of the Transport Ministry 
and the local authorities through 
whose area the mass transport sys- 
tem would run. 

(The mass rt system, as 
described in outline by Mr. Peres, 
would extend to 63 kms. of lines, 
most of jt above ground.) 

Mr. Sapir said that there was no 
provision in the 1973/74 draft bud- 
get, as already tabled in the Knes- 
set, to allocate IL5m. for the pro- 
posed planning. Other needs run- 
ning into many hundreds of millions 
of Hrot deserved greater priority 
than the transport system, Mr. Sa- 
pir believed.

Israel Bonds leaders greet

The Bonds leaders were taken 
across the tarmac from the one 
plane to the other, and greeted the 
immigrants with cheers, handwav- 
ing, clapping, and calls of “Shalom.” 
At the bottom of the gangway, Sam 
Rothberg, General Chairman of 
State of Israel Bonds, greeled each 
immigrant with a handshake and 
words of encouragement. 

Most of the first immigrants to 
come down the way, particu- 
larly the children, looked bewildered 
at the crowd gathered to meet 
them; then some of the older adults 
began to weep. 

A large boisterous man, accom- 
panied by a youth with a guitar. 
came out of the plane, looked down 
at the welcoming crowd. and sud- 
denly started to bellow “Havenu 
shalom aleichem" at the top of his 
voice, waving his cap in the air 
while he sang. 

The Bonds leaders and some of the 
other immigrants joined in, a little 
more quietly and musically than the 
extrovert singer. When he came to 
the bottom of the steps, he threw 
his arms around the Bonds Chair- 
man, hugged him, and kissed him 
on both cheeks, 


An ΕἸ Al man carried a very old 
woman in his arms down the gang- 
way. Ap ambulance rushed up with 
a stretcher, and he put her on it 
An almost blind man wag led care- 
fully down by an El Al hostess. 

There were mere guitars and sing- 
ing. Cloth caps proclaimed that 
many of the immigrants were 
Georgians. Bonds leaders born in 
America groped frantically for any 
words of Yiddish they could remem- 
ber from their grandparents’ speech 
in order to communicate with the 
immigrants, whe prattled away an- 
xiously in languages their hearers 
could not understand. 

Officials packed everybody, Bonds 
leaders and immigrants, into buses 
and drove them across the tarmac to 
alarge shed for a welcoming cere- 
mony. The police band played “Ha- 
venu shalom aleichem™ and “Hava 
Negila”: those who knew the words 
sang, those who didn't clapped their 
hands. There was considerable hand- 
shaking across harriers of language, 
and endless photugraphing of huge- 
eyed photogenic children.

CAIRO (Reuter), — The Egyptian 
Parliament decided yesterday to 
refer ἃ Parliamentary report on 
recent student unrest to President 
Anwar Sadat “to take what steps 
he deems appropriate to protect the 
national unity and the broad role of 
the students.” 

The decision camy at the end of 
a four-hour debate of the report, 
Prepared by a special committee 
which investigated the political 
aspects of the recent clashes be- 
tween the students and rict police 
and the closure of the universities 
earlier this month. 

During the debate, some members 
ealled for firmness with those who 
incited the students to demonstrate. 
Others said the students’ movement 
was entirely normal and did not 
warrant pessimism over Egyptian 
youth. 

The Deputy Speaker, Dr. Gamal 
al-Oteifi, told the session: ‘We 
are not here to pass judgment but 
to recommend a remedy to a 
phenomenon,” 

The committee reported on Satur- 
day night that one of the main 
causes of the student unrest was 
Egypt’s defeat by Israel in the 
Six Day War. 


Australia says 
Egypt owes $20m. 
on wheat deal 


CANBERRA (Reuter), — Federal 
Treasurer Frank Crean sald yester- 
day Egypt owed Australia 20 million 
Australian dollars {about £11m.) in 
wheat payments and not $20m., as 
reported in newspapers here, 

Mr. Crean described the reports 
as “in error and misleading.” He 
said the total amount owed by 
Egypt to the Australian Wheat 
Board totalled about $130m., but 
more than $110m. was not due for 
up to three years. 

Egypt's delay in paying the wheat 
board would mean that the board 
would have to postpone payments ito 
Australian wheat growers for cor- 
responding periods, Mr. Crean said. 

Wheat contracts with Egypt slace 
May 1970 totalled about $200m., of 
which about $70m. had been paid, 
Mr. Crean added, 
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to Sadat 


The report algo blamed the stu- 
dent troubles on the political va- 
cuum in the universities and on the 
various trends to the left which had 
attracted small groups of students.

Nixon plan for peace 


through world trade 


NEW YORK (AP). — Since it now 
appears that war can be halted by 
negotiation, more focus soon mzy 
be placed on another step In Pres- 
ident Nixon's stratery. the nego- 
tlation of a lasting peace through 
world trade. 

Considerable progress already hag 
been made in this direction, of 
course. China trade has been re- 
opened, not just to the U.S. but to 
Japan, too. And the Soviet Union 
appears to be intensely interested 
in American goods. _ 

So far, however, that trade has 
not developed to the point where it 
might be said that the world’s ma- 
jor powers have a vested Interest 
in keeping the peace — ἃ mutual 
dependency on trade that would be 
ruined by war. 

But those who want to see trade 
relations develop to this point may 
take hope from a study completed 
well before the Vietnam cease-fire. 
It suggests that President Nixon 
will have strong backing for his 
peace-through-trade doctrine. 

‘The massive, highly detailed survey 
was conducted for “Finance Maga- 
zine” among 149 academic autho- 
rities on international relations and 
the social and behavioural sciences. 

The group turned out to be pre- 
dominantly young, or under 40, and 
politically inclined to the left. Sixty 
per cent described themselves as lib- 
eral or ultra-lberal, while only 16 
per cent claimed to be conservative. 

The academicians were inclined 
to believe that a balance of power 
among nations was necessary to 
world peace, with only 14 par cent 


maintaining that the greatest hope 
for peace lay in disarmament. 

But interestingly, they felt eco- 
nomic considerations would be 8 
very strong ingredient of that ba- 
lance. Some 74 per cent said "600. 
nomic development, trade, technical 
cooperation and foreign ald" were 
either “highly important” or “impor- 
tant” as an incentive to peace. 

In contrast, the same group gave 
a 52 per cent rating to “education 
and culture" as an incentive to peace 
and only 39 per cent to a category 
listed as “strengthening internation- 
al institutes like the U.N.” 

What emerges clearly from the 
study is that these authoritles — 
although the names are confidential 
it is known that many are tone 
sidered experts — expect peace, 25- 
pecially where the U.S. is directly 
involved, and feel strongly that ἃ 
major element in that peace will be 
American international economic in- 
itlatives.

“peace with honour.” Only time would tell 
which assessment was correct, and just what 
America had achieved at enormous cost In 
Vietnam. 

The costs themselves were evident. Close 
on 46,000 Americans were killed In action 
between 1961 and 1972, and more than 
300,000 wounded. The U.S. lost 4,900 helicop- 
ters and 8,700 other aircraft. The tonnage 
of American bombs and rockets dropped and 
fired on Indo-China was estimzted at over 
seven million tons — three times the amount 
dropped by American aircraft during the 
whole of World War II. The cost to the 
American taxpayer was put at $137,000m. 

The cost to the people of Vietnam was 
less easy to measure. A Congressional com- 
mittee has estimated that 415,000 South 
Vietuamese civilians died between 1965 and 
1972, that 935,000 were wounded, and that 
six million became refugees. The Saigon 
Government said that over 180,000 of its 
servicemen were killed, compared with al- 
most one million Communist soldiers.
